John Ryan was the only person in Louisville yesterday who 
was arrested on the charge of drunkenness. He was taken in 
charge by Patrolman Cross at 12:30 o’clock yesterday morning, 
just half an hour after all the saloons had been closed. He secured 
his "jag” during legitimate hours, but was not picked up by the 
police until thirty minutes after Sunday began. Had he been ar¬ 
rested half an hour earlier not a ease of drunkenness would ligve 
been registered all day yesterday. 

Before the "lid” was put on in Louisville there were seldom 
less than seventy persons arrested each Sunday on charges of being 
drunk and disorderly, or the simnle charge of drunk. The time of 
Judge McCann was taken up aach Monday in disposing of such 
cases. 

Before the police would make an arrest on previous Sundays 
on the charge of drunkenness the victim had either to become 
boisterous and create a disturbance, or he had to be past "nava- 
gating." Hardly anyone was seen staggering on the street yes¬ 
terday. Occasionally one would meet a man who was slightly 
under the influence of liquor, but he hail secured his bottle before 
closing time Saturday night. There may have been a few others 
who had imbibed to freely at Biverview Park, but they steered 
clear of the police, and Central portion of Louisville.

AS TO BOYCOTTING 

A man met us on the street a 
few days ago and ordered his pa¬ 
per discontinued, saying: "I don’t 
like your local option stuff." Just 
a day or two before this another 
subscriber asked us to "let up" 
a little, "or, altogether," he add¬ 
ed. The first fellow pursued the 
right course; if the paper was 
"trying his soul" too much he 
did right to get rid of it, thereby 
"relieving himself of all the sins' 
The Sun is committing in mak¬ 
ing a fight against whisky. The 
second fellow pursued the wrong 
course, and, unlike the first fel¬ 
low, failed to get what he wanted. 
Fighting whisky is a sort of a 
religion of ours—an undying, 
principle, an uncheckable determ¬ 
ination. This is the third time 
we have fought saloons through a 
newspaper, and we are in position 
to know what to expect. Some 
people will get mad and stop 
the paper, and will threaten it 
with all kinds of dire disasters. 
Some few will predict an early 
demise for it, and a few others— 
the weakest from a mental stand¬ 
point-will try . slurring it, but 
these things will give us no bother, 
and we will pursue the even ten¬ 
or of our wav, forgetting that “in 
the world there’s a man who 
would trip u»." But there are 
many people on the whisky side 
of this controversy who grant 
The Sun the "privelige of express¬ 
ion" and who advise against any 
soit of a boycot. 

It’s an easy matter to discon- 
ue a subscription to The Sun, 
but to muzzle it- -that’sa different 
proposition. We are always glad 
to listen to the advice of friends, 
but we don’t always heed, be¬ 
cause some times a dear, good 
friend advises "in the light of the 
way he sees things," and he may 
be looking through goggles col¬ 
ored,red. 

But, to get back to this boy¬ 
cotting absurdity. 

The young man who works in 
The Sun office told us a few days 
ago that a young fellow here in 
town told him that he (the young 
fellow) knew of three business 
men who were going to with¬ 
draw their advertising patronage 
from The Sun because we are ad- 
vcrating local option. It's hard 
for us to believe this, for the 
simple reason that it's ridiculous 
—absolutely silly. It's too much 
like "taking your doll rags and 
going home," too much like “you 
shan't slide down my cellar door," 
etc.—it’s too babyfied. But sup¬ 
pose there is a business man in 
Springfield, or some fellow who 
thinks be is a business man, who 


If you want to put it a little 
stronger you miigt have "d—n 
'em” to fellow "local option peo¬ 
ple" in the two places the words 
occur in the above suggested 
poster. That might also make it 
sound a little, more emphatic- 
might make ’em feel that you 
mean just what vou said. 

If vou want The Sun to assist 
you along these lines, just noti¬ 
fied us. and we'lljbe found, ready 
and willin’. We are generous, vou 
see, even toward our enemies. 

But, let us qujt jesting. We 
are not preparedjto treat serious¬ 
ly the tales we. hear. Some peo¬ 
ple mav become jfretted at times 
and "say things,T but they don’t 
really mean what they say—just 
a-talkin', that’s ^ 11 . What's the 
use to become angry with, your 
neighbor because] he differs with 
you? You can’I make him see 
your way by snapping your eyes 
at him: it's mighty hard to 
turn a man’s thoughts to where 
your, fountain-head of knowledge 
gushes out its strdam of wisdom 
if you undertake tne task by bull¬ 
dozing. It's hard to bluff a man 
into doing things He’s opposed to; 
it's hard to make.jiim see a Cur¬ 
tain of Light when a a Pall of 
Blackness is enveloping him. 

During this local option con¬ 
test both sides'should gjiard their 
utterances. It’s all right to pre¬ 
sent vour arguments in a forcible 
manner, but it’s all wrong to be¬ 
come abusive. Suppose we all 
agree not become the aggressor 
in any quarrel; if we do this and 
stick to it there will be no 
wounds to heal after the election. 

In the beginning of this fight 
we stated our position clearly. 
We said that under no circum¬ 
stances would we become person¬ 
al, or fling mud, but that we 
would make what we considered 
a clean tight for local option- 
a clean, hard fight, and this we 
intend to, believing, of course, 
that we have the "argument" on 
our side. And' right here let us 
say that unless a big change takes 
place in the minds of the voters 
local option will sweep Washing¬ 
ton county from its four corners 
to the center. 

We want to repeat again what 
we have often said in these col¬ 
umns. The Sun is not making 
this fight against the saloon men 
of Springfield, but against the sa¬ 
loon. We are pretty well ac¬ 
quainted with three or four of 
these gentlemen*and we feel quite 
sure that these of. our acquaint¬ 
ance would, under no circum¬ 
stances, knowingly violate the 
law. There is one saloon man in 
Springfield who is highly spoken 
of by all people; he has friends, 
strong friends, among all classes, 
and whenever his name is men¬ 
tioned in a crowd somebody al¬ 
ways has a kind word lor him.

Now, let's conduct this fight 
along decent lines, and let us not 
get "woolen-headed," for "ne'er 
a man taketh himself to the 
wjods at a growl.” 


LINCOLN'S REMARKABLE MEMORY. 

In an issue of The Sun of two | 
or three weeks ago we stated that; 
evidence was being gathered to j 
prove that Abraham Lincoln was 
born in Washington county. The 
La Rue County Herald took 'cep- 
tions. The Herald says that 
Lincoln was born in LaRue coun¬ 
ty because Lincoln says so. Now 
we have always admitted that 
Lincoln was a smart man—one 
of the brainiest this country ever 
produced—but we refuse to be¬ 
lieve that he could remember the 
place "it happened" that bleak, 
February day in the year i8o>.

are striving to quench with the others. 
While this state of things continues, 
let us know that this war is all our own 
—both sides of it—until this guilty con- 
ni vanes of our own actions shall be with¬ 
drawn.

('resident Kooseveli has derided to 
play his strongest card In a supreme 
effort lo bring the beef combine ‘ to 
lime" It wns announced at ihe while- 
house Thursday night that he would 
on Monday send lo congress the Neill- 
Itevnobis report on p'Yrine. house con¬ 
ditions* In Chicago, accompanied wilh 
a message urging the immediate pas¬ 
sage of the Beveridge amendment to 
•.he agricultural hilt; which provides 
for strict sanitary refutation of all 
meats and. meal products Ihetein pro¬ 
duced. 

(Je will Insist that the fees for this 
federal inspect Ion shall he paid by the 
packers. He will reject the substitute 
for the Beveridge amendment, which 
Chairman Wadsworth and members of 
ihe house agricultural committee have 
been'working to frame, and which thev 
have announced will be satisfactory 
to the president and packers alike. 

If the packers oppos* the amend¬ 
ment of the Beveridge amendment ln*o 
a law the president threatens to re¬ 
gard this to mean that they fear t<*d- 
eral inspection, and he will, as a fur¬ 
ther coercive step send a second and 
more sensational message tp congress 

The possible second message will 
simply pile Pet ton upon Ossa it w-li 
put forth to the entire world the pres¬ 
ident's belief that American packers 
fear a rigid government Inspection 
of thJir products. If the packer.* 
should still resist legislation, or should 
raise constitutional points against tbr 
Inspection, the president plans in with¬ 
draw from them the government In¬ 
spection to which their meals are now 
subjected, and without the certifica¬ 
tion of which these products ran not 
gain admission to the foreign markets, 
especially the German market. 

The president realties that this Is a 
sweeping program and that he Is 
swinging the pig stick more fiercely 
than ever before in his Administration, 
but If llila. ekerelse of fit? power- In¬ 
jures the business of the fat-iters h- 
believes that they will have themselves 
lo blame more than anvi one else. OI 
course, the advice of the administra¬ 
tion to the packers and their friends 
In congress at this moment is "Lie 
down, remain perfectly still; let the 
Beveridge hill pass, and yon will net 
be Injured." 

Senator Bevarldga declares, and his 
declaration may be said to be the plat 
form of the administration: "If the 
conditions shown In the Neilt-Reynolils 
report are true the Beveridge amend¬ 
ment should become a law; If they 
are not Into, the passage of the Bever¬ 
idge amendment Is the only thljig 
which will assure the American people 
that they are not true."
